The criticlsms of Lils majesty’s court, |
his ministers and his majesty’s teeat- |
ment of €he constitution ux well ns of |
his freedom of specch went to lengths |
that astonlshed observers neguuinted
with the traditionnl eanution of the |
chamber In denling with the personnli-
ty of the wmovercign. The emperor
seemedsto have no defonders, |

Herr Welmer, Radical, dnd Herr Bin- |
ger, Bocialist, declored that if any oth: |
er servant of the stute hnd done such |
a thing as hnd Emperor William he
would be Impénched nnd brought be-
fore an imperial court for trial,

Herr von Heydebrandt and Prince
Hatzfeldt, Conservatives, and Baron

von Hertling, a mewmber of the Center
party, took part in the debate aud en-
ergetically protested agninst the per-
gonul element being Injected Into for-
elgn polities.

Herr Liebermann von Sonnenboerg,
the agravian and anti-Semite, surpris-
ed the hiouse by the velemence of lis
utterances, He declared thnt the Mon-
archists, with heavy hearts, found
themselves compelled to protest firmly
agalust the emperor's statements. The
nation's confidence, he snld, has sunk
to zero,

“We do not believe,” he continued,
“that the future will bring auy real
improvement. The Improvement will
lnst only untll the next time, Evi
dence exists that there is further ma-
terial in foreigu hands for use when
the occaslon calls.”

Prince von Buelow spoke n reply to
the critica of the government and the
emperor, Hlgs address was devoid of
gesture, He sald:

“lI do not wish to add fresh preju-
dice to the damage already caused Ly
the publication In the Dmily Telegraph,
I nm certnin that the story of a de-
talled plan of campalgn to end the
Boer war Is not right. This plan con-
slated werely of some academic ilens
concerning the conduct of war In gen-
eral which the emperor conveyed to
Queen Victorin in the course of thelr
correspondence, and it was withont
practical significance for the opera-
tlons then golug on or for the end of
the war.

“Concerniug (he statement attribut-
ed to Emperor Willlam that a majori-
ty of the Germanu people Is hostlle to
Great Britain the expression used Ly
the Telegraph is too strong. Berivus
and regrettable misunderstundings |
have exieted between Great Britaio
and Germany, but the German people
desire peaceful and friendly relations
with that emplre jolned with mutual
respect,

“The recognition by his majesty of
the unjustified wmisunderstanding of
his utterances with reference to Great
Britain and the excltement and regret
aroused thereby In Germany will, 1
am convioeed, lead the emperor in fu-
ture private conversations to exerclse
that reseérve and prudence which In
the Interest of a uniform policy and
the authority of the crown is indis-
pensable.

“If this proves not to be so, nelther
I nor any one of my successors could
take the responsibility of holding of-
fice, 1 accepted the blume for the pub-
lication of the article ln the Dally Tele-

graph and ofered my resignntion, and
It wns the most diffcult task nomy
politieal fife to resolyve to remanin o
office, HMow long 1 will contlune thers
I do not know, but 1 consider it my

“yaeulite”—an extinet mollusk's shell,
rodiike In form—and the rest of the
“hum™ was a mere necldental ngglom-
pratlon of stony stuff.

torily identified with the trall of the
larva of the dragon fly. —BSaturdny
Evening Dost.

The Tide of Soclallsm,

Much has been sald of the rising
tide of sociallstic opinlon In this coun-
try and its possible effect upon politics
In years just ahead. It Is admitted
that sociallsm Is a vague term, If
vague In its applleation to opinlons
promulgated here and there It fsdikely
to be vague In practical pollties, 1t Is
not probable that the vote for the na-
tional soclallstle ticket represents the
current sentiment on so called social
questlons any more Lthan the vote for
the national Prohibition ticket rdre-
sents the natlon's ideals on the tem-
perance question. Both of these parties
mnke thelr appeal as reformers. But
the older parties also champlon those
reforms they deem most urgont.

In that forceful play, “The Rervant
of the House,” when the charncter
who represents  the “downtrodden”
workingman 1a8 asked to name the
creed which lns supplanted In his
heart the old orthodoxy he nnswers,
“Soclallsm.” In the end he fluds
many of the orthodox fold agreeing
with him, but they don't go over to
his flag.

Ing Is n functlon of government, and
he doesn't belleve In government, The
more the Soclallsts vote for thelr par-
ticular tenets the greater the probabil-
ity that they will soon join forces with
that one of the larger partles which
most favors thelr reforms, and these
reforms wlill have to be practicable In
order to win a majorlty of the suf-
frages of the nation.
